Whenever we resorted to violence ourselves ard 
succeeded in posting our lists, these who proposed them were imnediat cr 
arrested in their homes in the middle of the night and jailed, Socia'ist 
employees were dismissed. Some of cur candidates disappeared without a 
trace. Systematically, the organs of the regime refused to inscribe -n 
the lists of voters and candidates a] persons suspected of opposing che 
government, Most candidates were pursued, beaten, injured, and robbe.. 
Moves to prevent certain names from appearing on voting lists were pow} 
poned to hearings at dates subsequent to the elections, The offices «2 
certain mayors refused to issue legal certifiestes reguired for posting 
candidates. Agents of the goverrment were issced five to ten voting 
bulletins each. Our speakers were prevented fron reaching the villag:s. 
None dared to put up or carry our posters for fear of the polices. We 
were forced to throw them at nicht into people's yards, helped by 
students and school children.

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For instance, the CCMISCO gave membership to the Socialist faction 
that collaborated with the Communist-dominated government, rather ther 
tous. Seroan Voinea, the chief spokesmen abroad of these pseude~ 
Socialists, had the effrontery to tell the COMISCO delegates that the 
schism of 10 March 1946 was made with the assent of Titel Petrescu, 
for the tactical reason that it would allow us to fight the Communists 
both from the opposition and from within che government. This state- 
ment was learned only in 1947, on the occasion of the visit to Pumania 
of Philip Morgan, then Secretary General of the British Labor Party.

The obvious consequence 
would have been to accept us in their stead, an action that, Zissu was 
empowered to request. , 


26. “Legally the situation was thorougnly clear; the governmental faction 
of the Social-Democratic Party had lost its standing as an individual 
party. Amalgamating with the Communists, it had ceased to atist.. 
No other’ Socialist Party except the Independent Socialists existed is. 
Rumariia. 

27. "The COMISCO conference, held in Vienna in Jane 1948 decided to unseat 
those who had abandoned independent existence as a party. Thus the 
place of Rumania became vacant. However, the conference failed to ts -- 
any decision concerning eny other Rumanian representation. 


28. "It was not long before refugee members of the Rumanian Independent 
Social-Democratic Party were joined in exile by persons belonging to the 
faction that had united with the Commnis: Party. The greater numbe:: 
of these declared they hed been inistaken in their action and protest<.3. 
their good faith, They admitted that we hed had a clearer understancirg 
of events. The regime in Rumania had become so unbearable that they had 
been obliged te flee abroad, and almost alll. of them expressed the wish

29. “But the information we received from home to the effect that the 
goverment was sending abroad a mumber of agents posing es refugees 
nade us cautious. The name of at Least one weber of the faction thet 
had joined with the Communists showld be mentisned, He is Fftimic 
Gherman, formerly a Deputy, and Secretary of the Miner's Union. te 
were unable to accept his offer to cooperate with us without prior 
approve. from our Jarty headquarters at home, for the following reascns:

And as for having renained in the Commnist camp after the congress of 
196, this was assuredly a most sexious act, taking into considerution 
the Coummnists! occupation forces of the Sovrist Union. 


3l. “Ali these things notwithstanding, in ovr desire to unite all Rumanian | 
forces abroad for a joint resistance struggie, w2 adviced Gherman to 
write a letter to our president, omplaining his nast actions and re~ 
questing permission to join us again. Weitcven toward the end of Apri, 
198, that letter was entrusted to Zissu for foruvarding. But it prover. 
impossible to forward the document, hecause we were informed toward the 
beginning of the following month that our president, Titel Petrescu, 
am our political general secretary, Adrian Dimiiviu, bad been arrested 
by the Communist police, and so cuz plan was worthless. Tt is interesting 
to note that the letter contained the following sentences; ‘Had I beer 
able to see you before leaving, your distrust would have been clarifies’ 
and ‘Please let we know whether or not I an accented in the party.! In 
other words, Eftimie Ghermen admithed that our presidert distrusted hir. 
and that ke was net a member of the Independent Social-Denoeratic Party 
in 1908, but recuested to be admitted to meoership at that date while 
he was in Paris. In view of the impossibility of receiving a reply, the 
matter remained unsolved, 

326 "On 20 May 1918, Zissv wes informed thet Gherman had joined forces with 
Serban Voinea, whose record nas been exposed above, and with whom he had 
cooperated in the Socialist faction that had joined the Communists and 
whose electoral campaign in the district Caras ho had Supported, They 
set up in alee & so-called Rumanian Social-Democratic group, and issucd 
a statement and program that said in part:

35. "More amazing still, COMTSCO, in ite desire to group together all Rumani.-n 
Socialist ferces abroad, set up in Paris, at the beginning of 199. a 
mediation comission to study the means of achieving this end. To this 
coumission Gherman stated that he possessed a Letter (which he never 

xbibited, however) received by him fron Rumania, authorising ain, 
Gabriel Badarau and Sacha Volmsa, to represents the Independent Social 
Democratic Party abroad. He alleged that tris letter was dated Jamz cy

36. "Before the mediation commission, we ourselves stated that we presented 
ourselves to that body purely in deference to the COMISCO, but that we 
had not the slightest intention of collaborating with a group of peopl.» 
who had betrayed the independence of the party by collaborating with 
the Commmnists. As for Gherman‘s pretense to represent the Independen: 
Social~Democratic Party, we stated that we considered him to be an 
imposter. Obviously enough, after 8 May 1918, when the president, the 
political secretary general, and most of the members of the Executive 
Committee had been arrested, there was no cne left in the Party, still 
at large, who was in amy way qualified to issue such delegations or 
authorizations on behalf of the Party. As a miter of fact, after thes 
date there was no statutory body left that could meet or take decision: 
freely. 


37. "We further pointed out that any written delegation the Gherman group 
may cave possessed mist have been issued at a time when the party leader. 
ship could still meet, and that, in any event, a delegation can very 
well be terminated and the delegate deprived of its benefits. In such 
a case, the delegation would be transferred to some other members of 
the party, but in no conceivable circumstance to a notorious adversary 
who had never belonged to the orgenization. 


38. "On the other hand, even lacking any decumerits of this sort, Zissu, in 
his capacity as a member of the Central Committee of the Party, as ore 
ganization chairman, as one who hed headed the lists in parlianentary 
elections, and as one around whom stood grouped all members of the 
independent Sccial-Democrat Party abroad without exception (including 
organization chairmen, delegates to various congresses, parliamentary 
candidates and ministerial counsellors), many of whom had spent months 
in jail, was fully qualified to represent the Rumanian Independent Soci al- 
Democrat Party.

proper time, through democratic and legal. means, priex to its 
forcible dissolution, had designated its authorized representative 
abroad, 


b, The other two groups do not represent any existing political or- 
ganization in Rumania, secing thet the fovermmental faction nad

CG. Even though cthers might claim to speal: on behalf of that faction, 
they have no qualifications to do so.

Serban Voinea and Eftimie Cherman, through their actions, stand 
accused before our country of such grievous offenses that any 
association with them must necesserily mean compromising ourselves 
forever.

he In any event, before any appeal is made to our indilgence, we 
demand that justice be done to ourselves.

k. Once and for all, we are firmly resolved to enthrone moralliy in 
our public life. This means thet all whe have disslayed bad faith 
and opportunism and who have played the game cf the Communists, 
hence, by implication that of the cccupying power, must bear the 
consequences of their actions. We cannot coimtensnce impunity for 
offenses of a public nature, . 


1. The COMISCO cannot encourage those who heve trampled on its oan 
basic principles, the principles of democratic socialism, while a 
man like Titel Petresen, who has defendsd those principles 4% the 
price of his personal liberty, is in jail, 


m, AG the present time, when we desire mora than ever to join owe 
efforts with those of various international bodies, with « vier of 
restoring democratic life in our own country, we cannot conceivably 
do so by promoting men whose record staids for the precise opposltis. 


43. “Such is our stand, such the positions we hare no intention to absndon. 
Our views are shared by a number of Socialist Parties, members o” the 
COMISCO. Of these we cite in the first place the Socialist Part of 


Italian Labor (Saragat), which, in its publication Unanita, published 
in a series of articles an interview with Ton Zissu. The German Social}. 
Democrat Party in addition to ths reports pudlished in Neue Vorwart 
adopted a resolution in this senmge in its Exscutive Coumittec. Resorts 
received from the Socialist Parties of Austcia, Belgium, and Rolland
